SwpjJN conformity with the rules, the Council have now to submit for 
t * ie cons *deration of the members a Report on the present 
condition of the Institute, and its progress during the past 
year. 

Members. —Twenty-three new members have been elected since 
the last annual meeting. This number compares favourably with 
that of the previous year, during which the elections were only 12. 
The losses have been, by death, 7 ; by resignation, 9; and by non¬ 
payment of subscription for two successive years, 7 ; making 23 
in all. The number on the register at the present time, 304, is thus 
the same as at the commencement of the year. It is pleasing to 
state that the Institute still retains its place at the head of the 
affiliated societies, so far as regards the number of its membership. 

Finance. —From the Treasurer’s balance sheet, which is appended 
to this report, it will be seen that the total revenue paid into the 
general account (excluding a sum of .£2,500 transferred from the 
Costley Fund), has been £687 is. 6d., as against ,£422 9s. 3d. 
received during 1883-84. The members’ subscriptions have yielded 
£297 3s., an amount slightly in excess of that to hand during the 
previous twelve months. The total expenditure has been £708 16s. 
4d., leaving a balance of £21 14s. iod. due to the Bank of New 
Zealand. 

Costley Bequest ■ —Full particulars respecting this welcome addition 
to the funds of the Institute were given in last year’s report. The 
Council have now to state that the executors have paid the sum of 
£12,016 is. iod. to the three gentlemen appointed to receive the 
bequest on behalf of the Institute. This amount has been disposed 
of in the following manner £7,000 have been invested in mortgage 
on good freehold security; £473 have been expended in the erection 
of new fittings in the Museum, as detailed elsewhere; and £2,500 
have been applied to the purchase of the freehold property adjoining 
the Museum, with the view of providing for its future enlargement. 
The Council feel sure that this purchase will have the general 
approval of the members. The balance of slightly over £2,000 is 
now waiting suitable investment. 

Museum Endowment. —Small portions of the landed endowment 
of the Museum have been sold by the Waste Lands Board; and it is 
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understood that other sales will be made from time to time as oppor¬ 
tunities occur. The amount realised is ^899 18s. 2d. This sum 
has been lately paid to the three trustees appointed under the 
“Auckland Museum Endowment Act," and will be invested by 
them at an early date.

The above papers have been transmitted to the Manager of the 
New Zealand Institute at Wellington, and most of them will be 
printed in the next volume of “ Transactions.” 

Museum. —The number of visitors to the Museum continues to 
increase, and considerable general interest is evinced in its progress. 
Since Nov. 30th the building has been opened to the public on 
Sunday afternoons. The attendance has been satisfactory, varying 
from 100 to 400, and proves that there are many who appreciate this 
opportunity of inspecting the collections. 

The want of suitable show-cases has been for many years an 
obstacle to the progress of the Museum, and has seriously interfered 
with the growth of the collections. The Council are glad to report 
that this difficulty has been to a considerable extent removed. 
Early in the year it was decided to apply a small portion of the 
capital sum of the Costley bequest to this purpose, and excellent 
cases, of uniform plan, have been erected throughout the Museum, 
with the exception of that portion temporarily occupied by the Art 
Collections, which will be dealt with on the completion of the Art 
Gallery. Accommodation has also been provided for the storage of 
duplicates, specimens reserved for exchanges, etc. The public were 
necessarily excluded for a lengthened period during the carrying out 
of the work, the building being re-opened by a conversazione of the 
members and their friends, held on November 21st, and which passed 
off very pleasantly. 

In the report for last year it was mentioned that arrangements had 
been made for the employment of a permanent taxidermist. Un¬ 
fortunately the workman selected died before assuming the duties of 
the office, and considerable delay ensued. The Council have to 
acknowledge the services of Prof. H. A. Ward, of Rochester, U.S.A., 
in selecting a competent workman, who has lately arrived in 
Auckland. 

A complete list of all additions and donations, many of which are 
of special interest, will be found appended to the report. With the 
facilities afforded by better accommodation and increased revenue, 
the Council trust to gradually render as complete as possible the 
collections illustrating the natural history of the colony, believing 
that this should be the chief aim of a local Museum. At the same 
time, it is hoped that progress will be made in forming such small 
type collections as may be necessary to give to the student or intelli¬ 
gent visitor a correct idea of the main facts connected with the 
structure and classification of the component parts of the various 
kingdoms of nature. 

Art Collections. —The thanks of the citizens of Auckland are 
again due to Mr. J. T. Mackelvie for an important addition to the 
already extensive list of works of Art presented by him to the city. 
The collection received contains three oil paintings by Hemsley, 
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Gilardi, and Constantini ; 27 framed water-colour drawings, mostly 
by the late A. P. Newton and H. B. Willis; and a portfolio of water¬ 
colour and pencil sketches by good masters. As is the case with all 
Mr. Mackelvie’s Art gifts, these are deposited in the Museum on the 
understanding that it shall be in the power of the donor to withdraw 
them whenever a building more especially devoted to Art shall have 
been erected in Auckland. 

Mention should also be made of an excellent life-size photograph 
of Tawhaio, presented to the Museum by Mr. G. Graham. 

The Free School of Art has been kept up as usual during the 
year, with a fair attendance of students. The expenses of the school 
are still altogether borne by Dr. Campbell. 

Library. —A grant of £41 has been paid by the Government 
during the year, under the provisions of the “ Public Libraries’ 
Subsidies Act.” This has been expended in the purchase of standard 
scientific works, a list of which is appended. The usual exchanges 
and contributions from foreign Societies have also been received, 
together with several miscellaneous donations, amongst which is an 
interesting and valuable addition presented by Mr. H. Shaw. The 
importance of extending the library and of rendering it more useful 
to students and scientific workers is fully recognised by the Council, 
and it is hoped that arrangements may soon be made under which a 
fixed sum may be yearly applied to the purchase of books. 

Conclusion. — In concluding the report, the Council wish to tender 
the thanks of the Institute to Messrs. W. K. Graham & Co. and 
Mr. H. Craig for their kind services as agents of the Institute in 
London and San Francisco. They also desire to recognise the 
liberality of the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., the New Zealand Ship¬ 
ping Co., Messrs. Shaw, Saville & Co., and other establishments, in 
conveying freight free all packages intended for the Museum.
